Tim tales were poured into the ear of 


Commissioner iUassoy because of his 
connection with the council of admis- 
sion. and after listening to one experi- 
ence alter another he ejaculated: "This 
is ontrageons." 


T. C. Knntz. commissioner from Min- 


neapolis, was denied admission after he 
had shown the regulation bronze badge 
and presented his personal card to be 
dropped in the box. Ho was compelled 
I o pay 30 cents to reach administration 
Iraildmg. He w,is accompanied by G. 
.c . Gumming, commissioner from Wiisb- 
ington, who wc,s also refused admit- 
tance at first, bnt after thinking the 
matter over the gatekeeper decided to 
let the commissioner pass in free. 


Another victim who paid was General 


Edwards, alternate commis.sioner-at- 
large from Maine. The same objection 
was raised to his badge, the gateman 
saying that their latest orders were to 
require a pass with a "spread eagle" 
bronze badge. The design of the com- 
missioners' badges includes an eagle, 
but not of the '-spread eagle" order and 
the Ratemen were too ignorant to dis- 
tinguish between the two. 


No Moro 'Lunch JJaslcets. 


The concessionaries who have restaxt- 


rants on the Midway Plitisauce are now 
suffering for the exorbitant prices de- 
manded by the concerns which operated 
the only eating places in the fair grounds 
nroper at the beginning of the exposi- 
tion. Every other concession on tho 
Plaisance has a restaurant attached. 
and the visitors have been in the habit 
of bringing their lunches into the places 
and partaking in sight of the conces- 
sionaries. even to spreading their re- 
frfOiraents on tho restaurant tables.

concessionaries, and tho latest order 
given at the gates, of ths various at- 
tractions is not to admit visitors who 
come with well-filled lunch baskets. If 
fhe'-e people -want to see the cosmopoli- 
tan shows, thev must eat before they 
eater. Even ttie baskets are an eyo- 
sorp to .the concessionaries, who see a 
fortune slipping from their grasp.

There is a great deal of carelessness in 


certain popular demands for rofeirmg 
questions between nations to arbitration. 
Wo all know what arbitration is in busi- 
ness. It is a very convenient way of ad- 
justing certain questions which arise be- 
tween two friends, each of whom wants 
to do what it right, but who take differ- 
ent po.'nts of view of tho same subject. 
Each of them "chooses a. man," as the 
old New England phraso hai, it. These 
:wo "men" choose a third man. All 
parties meet together and talk over the 
matter, and the court thus made decides. 


But for practical purposes we do not 


compel every person who has a question 
arising with another person to creato a 
court which is to try that question. If a 
loliceman catches a pickpocket in tho 
btreet, ho docs not appoint one person to 
ry f he pickpocket and" ask the pickpocket 
o appoint another, while these two shall 
appoint a third. If Mr. Cheeryblo in 
London is not satisfied with the account 
vhicli Mr. Goodchild in Kansas City 
ends him, if Mr. Goodchild cannot make 
Hr. Cheeryblo understand that account, 
hoy do not appoint a court which shall 
.etcinuno how much is elue and how 
much is not due, There is a court ex- 
stiiif; to which that emestion can bo re- 
en oil and there are processes peifectly 
inderstood by which that court ctn de- 
ide it.

There might have 
been such warn if it had not been that 
tho supn me court of the United States 
lias determined at least a. hundred ques- 
tions arising between different proud and 
independent states and him so deter- 
mined them that each of the states 1ms 
acquiesced in the decision. Kay, it lias 
so determined them that half the citizens 
of those slates did not know that any 
such questions existed. Between my own 
state oC Massachusetts and the elate of 
Rhode Island there was a question about 
boundaries some 40 or 30 years ago which 
was more important than many of the 
questions which have thrown European 
states into war with each other. The su- 
preme court of tho United States deter- 
mined the question, and I do not believa 
that half tho people now living in Mas- 
sachusetts who were living then ever 
knew that there was any such question 
at issue. 


The sis great powers o£ the world are 


the powers who should agree on such a 
high court of judicature, to exist a-s a 
peuuanent tribunal. It would be easy 
to arrange somo system by which its 
judges should be appointed. Perhaps a 
good system would "be such as is indi- 
cated in the custom which has been 
spoken of above. Each of tho six nations 
might name- one- of these judges, and the 
six judges might nominate six other 
judges, to bo approved by a majority of 
tho high powers forming the, court. 


At first the new court would havo 


nothing to do. Everybody would be riiy 
of it, but it would exist. It would con- 
sist of men of tho very highest rank who 
had distinguished themselves before the 
world by their equity and wisdom. 


At first the court would meet simply 


for its own organization and to await 
tbo reference to it of questions arising 
between great nations. Iu this period of 
leisure these jurists might well be cn- 
g.iged iu digesting tho international law 
of tho world as it exists now and pub- 
lishing from time lo time their digest. 
They might determine certain principles 
on which they would rely in the judg- 
ments which should eventually be 
brought before them. Before long, how- 
ever, some real question would be sub- 
mitted to thorn. Thoro would arise, a 
question whether the San Carlos river 
was a dirty brook running from the 
northwest to the southeast, or another 
dirty brook running from the southwest 
to tho northeast.

buruli<srath has S3 members chosen byth 
governments of the states. The reichsta 
has 897 membcig chosen by the people. A 
the last general election iu the cmphe 
which occurred in liiOO, there _jycre 10,145 
877 electors registered, but of these onl 
7,261,059 voted. Tlio number of her sou 
eligible to vote now probably exceeds 11 
000,000, and it is likely that tho number c 
votes cast \\ ill bo the largest ever known a 
any German election.

ding. If they do not, the world may look 
to see another long struggle ending m the 
defeat of the government, a new dissolution 
of the reichstag nnd a terrific constitutional 
strain upon the empire. Meanwhile there 
lies behind all the dark possibility that the 
emperor if eleflnitely eleteated may violate 
the constitution and attempt to increase 
his army without permission of the reichs- 
tag.
